There 
has 
been 
considerable 
com plaint on the part cf m any w al­ 
nut growers throughout the county 
concerning the peculiarly uneven 
growth of leaf buds and bloom on 
w alnut trees this soring. 
This condition seem s to be pre­ 
valent on m ost of the soil types 
on which w alnuts are grown. Un­ 
der norm al conditions it is com­ 
mon to find a few trees in every 
grove th at are later than others. 
This norm ally late blooming on the 
part of some trees is due to va­ 
rietal characteristics. This is gen­ 
erally found in seedling orchards 
which display a greater differen­ 
tiation in bud development as well 
as tree growth and fruit produc­ 
tion. 
T he uneven condition this 
year, however, is more greatly ex­ 
aggerated than in ordinary years 
and involves virtually every tree 
in the grove. 
Condition Traced. 
This unusual condition can be 
traced generally to a spotted mois­ 
tu re condition in the orchard with 
reference to the soil m oisture th at 
has been provided that grove dur­ 
ing the fall and w inter m onths. It 
1s not uncommon to find a sim ilar 
condition even in the uniformly ir­ 
rigated groves .which no doubt can 
he attributed to the extrem e dry 
atm osphere

This statement was made 
today by Clnunissloner of Corpora- 
! tlon Edwin A. Daugherty In com- 
i moating on the socalled Eiseman 
j case. 
"This will not be confined to 
companies operating In the state," 
Daugherty added, “but will affect 
those companies that seek to evade 
the corporate securities act by go­ 
ing outside California to issue se­ 
curities, which later are brought 
Into California and sold to unsus­ 
pecting Investors. 
“The Bankers Mortgage and Dis­ 
count company was organized In 
the state of Nevada, It sold a so­ 
called debenture note of $190 face 
value and stock of $100 par value 
In units of one debenture bond and 
two shares of stock for $300, 
Evasion Called Brazen 
“Through the manipulations of 
the company and ltd subsidiaries, 
the promoters depleted the assets 
behind the securities with a face 
value of $300 to less than $100. 
These promoters then made it their 
specific business to work upon the 
so-called 'sucker* class, and sold 
something under a million dollars 
worth of securities in California, in 
defiance of the state corporation de­ 
partment and the laws of the state 
of California. 
“8o far as the records of the 
state corporation department dis­ 
close in no criminal case in the 
history of California have a group 
of designing stock jobbers so braz­ 
enly violated the laws of the state, 
and resorted to so many misstate­ 
ments designed to becloud the issue 
during the two trials. Virtually no 
trick or device was left untried. 
“The conviction of these men as 
individuals affords no gratification; 
hut it is most gratifying to observe 
the public condemnation of their 
tniqultious plan of business. 
‘This conviction, won after two 
long-drawn-out trials and virtually 
a battle to the finish, should serve 
as a warning to other brokers and 
promoters, either crooked or heed­ 
less of the value of the securities 
they offer 
These gentry, who prey 
upon the weak and unsuspecting. 
the widow, the aged and the cred­ 
ulous, may do well to consider the 
responsibility that rests upon them. 
State Victor 
"Eiseman and his associates re 
sorted to all sorts of political pres­ 
sure to halt the work of the cor­ 
poration department following upon 
his devious trail 
Abrams won a 
victory over the department upon 
a technicality more than a year 
ago. Abrams and Eiseman, flushed I 
with victory and combining forces, 
went to the bedside of the aged and 
sick, into the homes of the unsus, 
peering in a planned campaign of 
stock Juggling, 
“The result of their law breaking 
and looting of innocent victims is 
the verdict of guilty—the Jury hav­ 
ing passed Judgment after hearing 
all the evidence. 
“The lesson of this hnrd-won ver­ 
dict is that 
stock jobbers and 
manlpnlatoring promoters can 
be 
convicted when they violate the 
laws, and the state corporation de­ 
partment is determined more than 
ever to assist in the prosecution of 
those guilty of such offenses. 
It is 
the purpose of the department, to I 
assist legitimate business by mak-# 
Ing it extra hazardous for the ille­ 
gitimate kind to operate.”

7. — The 
largest single orange orchard In 
the world is located in South Africa 
and the industry of orange culti­ 
vation has reached such propor­ 
tions that it is predicted by an 
American expert whose services 
are being utilized in the develop­ 
ment of the industry that South 
Africa Will have 7,000,000 boxes of 
oranges available for export 
in 
1930, according to a report on agri­ 
cultural 
implements 
and 
farm 
equipment in South Africa Just re- 
lea *ed by the department of com­ 
merce. 
Indicative of the 
rapid growth 
of this industry in the 
Union 
is 
the large increase In orange trees 
under 
cultivation—1,610,090, 
of 
which 1,176,015 were grafted and 
439,375 seedlings, compared with 
a total of 985,601 under cultivation 
in 1911. 
Probably no phase of South Af­ 
rican agriculture, and perhaps no 
single phase of South African eco­ 
nomic life, has as bright prospects 
as has fruit cultivation. It has been 
said that there is no place in South 
Africa where some 
known 
fruit 
will not grow and thrive. Apples, 
apricots, avocado pears, gooseber­ 
ries, figs, grapefruit, lemons, limes, 
pineapples, plums, quinces, melons, 
olives, oranges and 
peaches 
are 
grown in the Union on a commer­ 
cial scale. 
One of the greatest 
advantages 
held by South Africa as a fruit ex­ 
porting country is that owing to its 
geographical position Its 
products 
reach the British market in the off 
season. South African fruits also 
reach the United States 
during 
the winter months, but in small 
quantities. The trade has been re­ 
munerative, however, despite the 
heavy spoilage. With tho establish­ 
ment of a co-operative fruit 
grow­ 
ers' exchange and increased cold- 
storage shipping facilities, 
South 
African export trade in fruit is ex­ 
pected to expand.

Small Group of Workers 
Dedicate Time and Energy 
To Harbor Through Years 


At this time when the Orange 
County harbor is holding the atten­ 
tion of the county a brief history 
of steps taken from the inception 
of the harbor project is very much 
in point. 
The work toward securing a deep 
water harbor started in 1907 when 
Lew H. Wallace, now president of 
the First National Bank of 
New­ 
port, together with eighteen asso­ 
ciates’ 
organized 
the 
Newport 
Beach Chamber 
of 
Commerce, 
adopting as their expressed 
pur­ 
pose “The Development of 
New­ 
port Harbor.’’ 
The first funds in 
the treasury represented a contri­ 
bution by each man of $5. 
The first important work of the 
nbw chamber was a fight, carried 
through successfully, to prevent W. 
S. Collins, a realty operator, from 
filling in what is today the chan­ 
nel between Balboa Island and the 
main land. 
In 1908 the chamber asked for a 
government survey of the harbor 
and Congressman S. CL Smith was 


successful In getting an appropria­ 
tion of $2500 
included 
in 
the 
Rivers and .Harbors bill that year. 
Through some slip in proceedings 
this survey was not made. 
In 1908 Lew Wallace, 
sent 
to 
Sacramento as a delegate to the 
state Republican convention, suc­ 
ceeded in getting inserted in the 
state platform a plank endorsing 
“The 
Development 
of 
Newport 
Harbor In the interest of the pub­ 
lic.'* W. B. Williams of Santa Ana 
was chairman of the resolutions 
committee and assisted in getting 
this plank through. 
Thro years later 
the 
chamber 
sent Mr. Wallace to Washington 
where he was successful in getting 
an appropriation of $2500 for a re­ 
survey of the harbor. 
This survey 
was made in 1912 and the present 
pier and bulkhead lines laid down, 
Col C. H. McKinstry being the fed­ 
eral engineer in charge. 
It. was in 1915 that the 
state 
legislature passed a 
measure en­ 
abling counties to vote bonds for 


harbor improvements. Clyde Bish­ 
op of Santa Ana and Lew Wallace 
spent two weeks at the state cap­ 
ital working for this bill and had 
(he satisfaction of seeing it pass. 
The same year petitions were cir­ 
culated and signed calling on the 
county supervisors to appoint a 
Harbor Commission. 
L. L. Shaw, 
J. A. Armitage, K. B. Watson, J. W. 
Duckworth and I^ew Wallace were 
appointed and held office for eight 
years when their work ceased in 
October of 1923. 
In 1916, the city 
of Newport voted $125,000 in city 
bonds for the construction of the 
west jetty and this was built the 
following year. 
In 1916 Newport 
voted $115,000 in city bonds' for 
further dredging in the harbor. 
The Newport ehamber of com­ 
merce sent Mr. Wallace to Wash­ 
ington in 1917 to get government 
permission for a further bond elec­ 
tion for harbor work but owing to 
war-time restrictions on expendi­ 
tures Mr. Wallace’s efforts were 
unavailing. 
In April, 1919, the 
supervisors 
called a county bond election and 
$500,000 in bonds were approved 
by the electors by 1200 votes more 
than the necessary two-thirds ma­ 
jority.

NO SITES, NO INDUSTRIES 


We must he prepared to provide industries with necessary facilities. Most im­ 
portant of all, they must have the ground upon which to locate. 
Long Beach must practice the conservation of industrial sites. 
It is time for Long Beach to realize the danger there is to its future in the 
promiscuous subdividing of real estate tracts into lots for home building. 
This city’s area suitable for industrial use is limited. It is our chief business 
asset, because without industries the growth of Long Beach and Los Angeles county 
must soon cease. It is only by industrial activity that this region can support the 
enormous population to which we all look forward. 
When the limited industrial district of ours is further cut down by subdivision 
for residential purposes, the future expansion and prosperity of Long Beach are 
restricted by just so much. The industrial area is the basis of the whole community 
edifice and determines the size of the superstructure.— Long Beach Telegram. 


DECENTRALIZATION 


Eighty-five lines of steamers now make Los Angeles a regular port of call. 
O f the 4.000 factories in the Los Angeles district, which in 1923 produced 
nearly one billion dollars worth of products, two-thirds were built during the last 
five years. 
•The rapid increase in factories and the steadily mounting cost of industrial 
locations has started a trend toward decentralization, which is working to the ad­ 
vantage o f surrounding communities. 
SMALLER PORTS 


The developm ent o f smaller ports means not only the building up of cities 
where the ports are located, but also the districts tributary thereto and a more 
even distribution of prosperity throughout the country at large. Americans have 
been too much inclined only to consider port developm ents in the light of foreign 
commerce and have ignored the advantages of port developm ents IN INCREASING 
AND CHEAPENING DOMESTIC COMMERCE and in LESSENING THE COST OF 
LIVING. 
In the smaller ports the cost of development is substantially less than the 
provision of equally good facilities in the larger ports. Water-front properties are 
relatively cheap. Belt-line rail connections are usually more readily provided, if 
they do not already exist. 
Today large industries are coming to realize the disadvantages o f concentrat­ 
ing in the very large cities and the advantages to he gained by locating their plants 
in smaller com munities where better living and labor conditions are found. 
The 
development of smaller ports to cheapen transportation to and from smaller com­ 
munities. both on the seaboard and in the district tributary to the port, is of direct 
concern to industries which are seeking to develop plants in the smaller cities and 
towns. This tendency toward distribution rather than concentration is a helpful one 
for industries and the country as a whole, and makes necessary, more than before, 
serious consideration of the need of smaller ports.— Frederick H. Fay, consulting 
engineer of the port o f Boston.

And A Dormant Port 


Ten per cent of the population of the United States 
is on the Pacific Coast with only one per cent of the 
manufacturing being done here. 
It is impossible to assume, knowing the progress of 
this section, that the Pacific Coast population will much 
longer consent to be burdened by the economic waste 
of shipping its raw material East to be manufactured 
and purchasing the product there for consumption here. 
L J. Coburn, formerly interested actively in New 
England woolen mills and now identified with the 
textile industry of Southern California. 
A cursory survey of but a few of the 
basic indus­ 
tries” , is needed to disclose the huge sums wasted in 
high land freights, as well as the time consumed, thru 
sending raw materials two to three thousand miles east­ 
ward and then bringing them back across the continent 
in manufactured form. 
SHOES v 


Three-fourths of the shoes manufactured in 
the 
United States come from the Atlantic coast. 
Most of 
the hides come from the West. 
There is a market 
within a radius of fifty miles of Newport harbor for 
about $30,000,000 worth of shoes per annum, while 
only about $ 3,000,00 0 worth of shoes are manufactur­ 
ed in the state. 
Yet California is one of the best 
hide markets in the United States and tanning materi­ 
als are easily available. 
CLOTHING 


Our regional market annually absorbs approximate­ 
ly $83,000,000 dollars worth of clothing, most of 
which comes from the Atlantic coast and middle west, 
with freight costs two ways. 
For raw materials the 
industry depends principally on cotton, wool and silk. 
COTTON can be fabricated here from 5 to 6 cents 
per pound less than in New England. 
The supply is 
close at hand, coming in increasing volume from South­ 
ern California, Arizona and Lower California. 
WOOL comes from within a few hundred miles. The 
twelve western states produce about two-thirds of the 
world’s output. 
More than half of the wool supply 
of the country originates in the territory west of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
The largest wool producing states 
in the country are within a radius of 1000 miles from 
Southern California ports, while they are within a ra­ 
dius of 2500 miles from Boston, the center of the wool­ 
en industry. 
The supply of wool from Australia and 
New Zealand, the largest wool producing countries in 
the world, is 3000 miles closer to the Newport harbor 
region than it is to the New England woolen mills. 
SILK, ranking fourth in importance in the textile 
industry is imported from Japan, China 
and 
India. 
Eighty-eight per cent of the world’s annual raw silk 
production is shipped through Pacific coast ports to 
the New England mills by express under heavy guard 
and at exorbitant insurance rates. 
FURNITURE 


Hardwoods from the south and timber from the 
north located close to tidewater and available by cheap 
ocean transport, coupled with a growing regional mar- 
, ket and high overland freights from the eastern manu­ 
facturing centers, make the situation favorable for 
local investment in this industry. 
COPPER 


At present Arizona is shipping copper lo the refin­ 
eries on the Atlantic seaboard at a greater overhead 
than would be possible, owing to the short haul to sea­ 
board, were these shipments made to refineries at 
Southern California ports. 
The copper mines of Ari­ 


zona are capable of supplying almost entirely the pres­ 
ent demands of the country. 
IRON 


Many deposits of iron ore have been located in 
neighboring states while Southern California contains a 
large supply of ore of a* higher metallic iron content 
than that found in the Lake Superior district. 
COKING COAL, necessary in the manufacture of iron 
is found on or near tidewater in Washington, British 
Columbia and Alaska. 
LIMESTONE, also used in fabricating iron, occurs in 
San Bernardino, Riverside and Kern Counties in abun­ 
dant supply. 
GAS AND FUEL OIL 


The great oil areas, beginning at the very harbor 
and extending many miles inland, provide reservoirs 
of cheap power for industry and insure the economical 
fueling of ships. 
HYDRO-ELECTRIC POWER 


Industries tend almost as by gravity to seek locations 
near sources of power. 
The Sierra Nevadas contain enough water, if proper­ 
ly conserved, to irrigate an empire and supply it with 
hydro-electric power for lighting, heating and cooking 
purposes, and to run its factories, cultivate its farms, 
haul its produce and provide every form of transporta­ 
tion, both for business and pleasure. 
At present Southern California is one of the best 
served sections of the country in the matter of white 
coal. 
WATER VERSUS RAIL COST 


Freight rates from southern California to New York 
are cheaper, by water, than from Iowa direct to New 
York, by rail. 
Many middle western points can be reached as 
cheaply from Southern California, by way of the Pana­ 
ma canal and New Orleans and the river routes, as by 
train from Iowa. 
The cost of shipping merchandise from Kansas City, 
Mo., is no greater when the consignment is sent by 
rail to an Atlantic port, thence by water to Central or 
Southern California, and again by rail to the Nevada 
capital, than by rail direct from Kansas City to Carson. 
In this case the Rocky Mountain haul is the big expense. 
Sand for glass making can be shipped from Belgium 
as ballast and delivered at Southern California ports 
foj less than the cost of getting it from the nearby pits 
to the local factories. 
Packing house products can be moved from Southern 
California ports by way of the Panama canal to the 
Atlantic seaboard and thence by rail two hundred miles 
inland and compete on an equal footing, as far as 
freight cost is concerned, with the same class of com­ 
modities shipped from Kansas City by an all rail route. 
About five dollars will pay the freight, by rail, on a 
ton of iron from a Southern California port to Lancaster 
or San Bernardino, a distance of sixty miles. 
Five dol­ 
lars will pay the freight, by water, on a ton of iron 
from the Straits Settlements, Hong Kong or Manila to a 
Southern California port, a distance of about 6000 
miles.

This sort of surgery, therefore, may lose its vogue 
in favor of some other miraculous treatment, and 
that again in favor of another, as it has been from 
the beginning. 
Science has its superstitions, no less 
than religion. 
Eventually the race may settle down 
to its inevitable destiny, accepting life and death as 
they are ordained by Nature, content merely with 
lengthening the life period gradually by sensible hy­ 
giene and the conquest of contagious diseases.
